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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed 6/1 5/201 0 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

35 U.S.C. 112: The amendment to claim 1 and the cancellation of claim 13 have 
overcome the rejection under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, therefore it is 
withdrawn. 

35 U.S.C. 101 : Although claim 1 has been amended, it is still not tied to any 
particular machine/apparatus, therefore it does not qualify as a statutory process. 
Accordingly, the rejection should be sustained. 

35 U.S.C. 102 : 

- In response to the Applicant's argument that the cited prior art does not teach "a 
source image generating at least two successive processed images", it should be noted 
that a source image 90 (in which letters "C" and "M" overlapped) generating two 
successive processed images 90 (one with letter "C" and another with letter "M") (see 
Fig. 4). 

- With respect to the Applicant's argument that the cited prior art does not 
disclose "modified colors of the pixel in each processed image offset each other in order 
to obtain a color corresponding to the color of the pixel in the source image", it should 
be noted the cited prior art clearly shows modified colors of the pixel in each processed 
image 90 offset each other in order to obtain a color (i.e., darker) corresponding to the 
color (i.e., lighter) of the pixel in the source image 71 or 72 (see Fig. 4). 
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For the foregoing reasons, it is believed that the rejection should be sustained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

Claim 15 cannot depend from two claims 8 (method claim) and 14 (apparatus 

claim). 

Also, claim 15 recites "according to claim 8 according to claim 14", which is not 
understandable and therefore renders the claim indefinite. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

4. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

5. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as not falling within one of the four 
statutory categories of invention. Supreme Court precedent^ and recent Federal Circuit 
decisions^ indicate that a statutory "process" under 35 U.S.C. 101 must (1) be tied to

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another statutory category (such as a particular apparatus), or (2) transform underlying 
subject matter (such as an article or material) to a different state or thing. While the 
instant claim(s) recite a series of steps or acts to be performed, the claim(s) neither 
transform underlying subject matter nor positively tie to another statutory category that 
accomplishes the claimed method steps, and therefore do not qualify as a statutory 
process. For example, the steps of "generating" and "modifying" in claim 1 are not tied 
to a particular apparatus, thus does not qualify as a statutory process. 



Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was deschbed in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 1 and 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Sharma et al. (U.S. Patent No. 7,215,792). 

Regarding claim 1, Sharma discloses: 

- generating at least two successive processed images 90 (one with letter "C" 



and another with letter "M"); 
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- modifying a color of at least one pixel in each processed image 90, such that 
the color of the pixel in each processed image 90 is offset about the color of the 
corresponding pixel in the source image 71 or 72 (Fig. 4). 

Regarding claim 14, Sharma discloses a processing circuit generating from a 
source image 71 or 72 at least two successive processed images 90 (one with letter "C" 
and another with letter "M") in which color of at least one pixel in each processed image 
90 is different (i.e., darker) from a color of the same pixel in the source image 71 or 72, 
and in which the modified colors of this pixel in each processed image 90 offset each 
other in order to obtain a color corresponding to the color of the pixel in the source 
image 71 or 72 (Fig. 4).
